We have for sale a copy of a very rare 
early Chinese Note which we think you may be interested 
fo acquire. It is an Imperial Ming Government Note 
for 1 Kuan (},000 cash) issued during the reign of 
the Emperor Hung Wu (1268 —- 1398 4.D.) 


This Note, measuring 83" x 134" and printed 
on greyish-black thick paper is in an excellent state 
of preservation, having the two red geals on the face 
and the red and black seals on the reverse. EL lace- lnk 
referred to by Du Halde in his"Monumental work on China" 
as well as by early Chinese Writers, and it is one of the 
earliest issues of paper currency in the world. 


The Note is described by H.B.Morse in his 
"Trade Administration of the Chinese Empire", by 
Vissering in his work "On Chinese Currency", as well 
as in various other works, and it is probably most 
fully descrihed in Mr. Andrew Macfarland Davis' book 
"Certain Old Chinese Notes" (a paper presented to the 
American Academy of Arts & Sciences, Boston, 1915). 
Mr. Davis could only find seven copies of this Note in 
public museums, three being at St. Petersburg, two in 
the British Museum, one in the St. John's University, 
Shanghai, and one in the Essex Institute, Salem, Mass. 
A few private collectors are known to have copies but 
the Note is, as may be expected, extremely rare.
